The announcement was made in the finan- 
clal. district yesterday that Speyer & Co. 
and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of this city had un- 
 derwritten the new stock issue of the Pena- 
sylvania Railroad which was authorized by 
the stockholders on Merch 10 last. The an- 
nouncement was followed by great activity 
in Pennsylvania shares and rights on the 
Stock Exchange with a fair degree of 
strength in the early trading.

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DUCK SHOOTING. 
A Book Which Sets Forth the Decline 
of the Wild Fowl.* | e 


E as an example of the 
human powers of destruction 
the fate of the water fowl, 
the geese, and the swans. 
“From the breeding ground 
to the last stopping place, 
and all along the line where 

circumstances: have permitted, this vast 
army has been beset with destruction on 
all sides.” The Indian and the Eskimo 
** Once within the bound- 
aries of the United States, their persecution 
is incessant.” Mr. L. C. Sanford, one of 
the authors of “ The Water-Fow!l Family,” 
writes that he has heard that near the City 
of Mexico, where countiess thousands of 
wild fowl are found, “ cannon are placed in 
favorable positions aleng the shore, and for 
days the bifds are baited within range; then 
a discharge is fired into a mass of birds, 
and literally hundreds are killed. This has 
been the practice for many years.” To 
show what protection will do for wild fowl, 
the elder is cited. “In Norway and Iceland 
the breeding elders are protected. The isi- 
ands are carefully watched and every facil- 
ity afforded for setting ducks. * * * In 
some circumstanges the birds actually nest 
within the native housea and there is a 
story of a Norwegian who gave up his fire- 
place to an elder.” Describing that perfect 
place of refuge) the Yellowstone Park, men- 
tion” is made of a flock of Canada geese, 
which circle around the hotel and alight in 
the yard, “where they feed without the 
slightest concern.” 

As an illustration of the decrease of ducks, 
Chesapeake Bay shows what is the effect 
of over-shooting. Between 1870 and 1875, 
Mr. Sanford writes, “fifteen thousand 
ducks were not uncommonly killed on Ches- 
apeake Bay in a single day. * * * From 
1865 began their destruction, which has 
been steadily incréasing since, with an in- 
evitable result. In twenty-five years the 
greatest natural home in the world for 
wild ducks has been nearly devastated of 
its tenants. Inland bodies of water, extend- 
ing through the Middle West to the mount- 
tains, tell the same story. * * * Many of 
the most famous resorts are devastated, 
and the existing haunts exposed to such 
incessant persecution that local extinction 
is threatened unless prompt measures of re- 
lief are afforded.” 

Naturally there can be no law in the 
United States which can preclude the pot 
huntér from exercising his business; that 
is, as far as wild duck shooting is con- 
cerned. But there should be protective 
seasons when all men with guns should be 
excluded from the haunts of the wild fowl. 
There are many illegal methods of killing 
the birds, as night shooting and the use of 
large-bore guns. The utility of cold stor- 
age cannot be questioned, only that to-day 
tha market is always open and any quan- 
tity of game may be sold, whether offered 
in-or out of season.

cellent. All the various families of wild 
ducks are clearly defined. All of us are 
familiar with the canvasback. The Aythya 
vallisneria has a wide distribution, one 
might say all over the United States. Here | 
is something of its habits in the past, when 
Chesapeake Bay was a spot of predilection. 
The canvasback arrived there in December, 
fed on the beds of tape grass, or vallis- 
neria, not the wild celery as is generally 
supposed. On their coming the birds were 
in poor condition, but they took on flesh 
rapidly. In the old times the most famous 
locations were the Narrows, Taylor's, and 
above all Abbey Island.- Shooting was in- 
cessant. Finally the birds sought refuge ‘ 
in the rivers in the proximity. Then came 
the blinds, the decoys, the batteries, the 
sinkboxes, and all possible engines of de- 
struction. Large-bore guns scattered death 
at long range. Formerly there were plenty 
of canvasbacks in Currituck and Pamlico 
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addition to the sportsman'’s library. _ As 
far, however, as duck shooting exists with- 
in a radius of 300 miles of New York it 
is hardly worth mentioning. Forty years 
ago there was many a wild goose and 
plenty of brant to be shot off Barnegat. 
To some old fellows the “honk” of the 
birds still resounds in their ears. 





A Russian Sect. 


THE DOUKHOBORS, Their Hist 
sia. Their Migration to Canada. 
Elkinton. 
maps. . rated cover. 
Philadelphia : Ferris & Leach. §2. 

From where does that peculiar Russian 
sect, the Doukhobors, derive its name? 
Doukhobor means a spirit wrestier, not op- 
posed, however, to the Holy Spirit, but 
wrestling against the wickedness of this 
world by means of the ald of the Spirit. 
According to their traditions, the original 
Doukhobors sprang from three brothers, 
Cossacks of the Don, “ who, through the 
teachings of the Spirit and a careful peru- 
sal of the New Testament, were led away 
from the ceremonies of the Russian Charch 
to worship God in spirit and truth.” Ther 
are some of the more exalted of this sect 
who think they come in direct line from the 
three children of Israel who escaped from 
the fiery furnace without any singeing or 
smell of fire on their garments. The ac- 
tion of the Russian Government in regard 
to the Doukhobors has been persistently 
cruel. To stifle them was tried as early as 
1707, but oppression dated from long be- 
fore. What goes on in Russia even .to-day 
is not easily learned. In 1806 Senator 
Lapukin wrote: “No set has up-to this 
time been so crueily persecuted * * * 
they have been tortured in various ways, 
and whole families have been sentenced 
to hard jabor and confinement in the most 
cruel prisons.”" Here is an édict of 1799: 
* Everybody who shall be convicted of be- 
longing to the sect of Doukhobortsi shall be 
condemned to life-long hard labor.” Alex- 
ander I. -was more kindly disposed, and 
rome thousands were permitted to congre- 
gate and live to the north qf the Crimea. 
There were, however, many of the sect who 
had been banished to Siberia. 

The colony north of the Crimea seems 
to have prospered, but before long its pros- 
perity excited the jealousies of the ortho- 
dox, .‘ the officials and the clergy.” Cer- 
tain members of the English Quakers now 
interested themselves in the Doukhobors, 
and in 1819 their settlement in the Crimea 
was visited. With Nicholas, stringent 
measures were enacted, directed against 
the sect. Some of the Cossacks of the Don 
had become converts, As non-combatants 
the Cosewacks were transported {nto certain 
parts of the Russian Empire, where they 
would be forced to fight for their lives. 

Honest pity for the conditions’ of the 
Doukhobors induced philanthropic men and 
women in England and the United States, 
belonging for the largor part to the So- 
clety of Friends, to advance large suma of 
money, with the end of transporting the 
particuldr sect to the Dominion of Canada, 
The difficult task was carried out, and 
some thousands of these Russians were 
given homes in the Prince Albert and 
Yorktown colonies in the Saskatchewan

cruel treatment, and of his determination 
to be free. 

What to do with prisoners of war, their 
management, not alone in the past, but at 
the present, always ts a matter surrounded 
with difficulties. In the Napoleonic period 
the captured were not well treated, as 
O'Brien's experiences show. At the begin- 
ning of his captivity there was an unfor- 
tunate error made ag to his rank, for he 
was considered by the French not an offi- 
cer but one of the crew of the Hussar. If, 
then, the officers received a special treat- 
ment, the sajlors did not. Officers had 50 
sous given them per diem for their sup- 
port and the sailors only 11. Although 
O’Brien protested and the officers of the 
English frigate interfered in his favor, his 
distinction of rank was not allowed. The 
captured. were divided into two parties, 
and while the one was sent on the road to 
Paris, O’Brien was ordered to march to 
Rouen. The master’s mate tells of attempts 
made by the French officers to buy over 


English, and the place was reached after

clement weather. At first the Command- 
ant of the prison allowed the Englishmen 
to take their exercise in the streets, but 
suddenly this freedom wus denied them.

Occasionally O'Brien would 
meet some wanderer, and he had to invent 
all kinds of stories to account for his being 
in the country. Sometimes he acted the 
part of an escaped conscript. If only he 
could reach the Rhine he thought he might 
leave France behind him. 

After no end of hardships the Kehl bridge 
was crossed. O’Brien, working bis way over 
with the cattle, got to the other side of 
the bridge. He now took the road to Fri- 
burg. He had walked so far and so con- 
stantly that hie feet were a mass of sores. 
In a barn he had his first sound sleep under 
cover. Next day there were turnpikes to 
travel over, with gatekeepers, and he was 
in dread that his passport might be asked 
for, with which document he was not pro- 
vided. He did reach Friburg. He passed 
through it. In Switzerland he hoped. he 
would be free. He made his way toward 
Lindau. Alas! His dream of liberty was 
soon dispelled. There were soldiers after 
him. He was taken near Lindau “and 
brought before the Commandant of the 
place.

THE MEMORY OF EMERSON 


Emerson was, in a sense, & young 
man's writer, and it is probably due to 
the qualities which made him so that, 
on the hundredth year after his birth, so 
many men very far from young speak of 
him with such zest of affectionate inter- 
est and gratitude. He began writing 
rather young, and to the very last his 
writing was instinct with the optimism, 
the serene and beautiful courage, the 
bright and keen outlook upon life which 
we like to Associate with youth. He was, 
moreover, the strongest and wisest lead- 
er in an intellectual movement of his 
time, which was essentially an advance 
from the old te the new, and he bore 
himeelf to the end as the young and the 
gallant should in a cause they love. 
Doubtless some of the charm those who 
closely followed his lead when they were 
young feel in the memory of him has its 
roots In the insatiable egotism of their 
then age, and they transfer to him the 
intense pride they had in their own men- 
tal struggle and triumph. He is their 
hero becaust” in a degree, thelr heroism 
shines to them in his.

tion and to seek the method and the 
purpose. “Montaigne must have _ the 
credit,” he wrote in 1850, “of giving to 
literature that which we listen for in 
barrooms; words and phrases that no 
scholar coined, that have neatness and 
necessity through use in the vocabulary 
of work and appetite.” And again, 
“ Shakespeare might be studied for his 
dexterity in the use of these weapons. 
His fun is as wise as his earnest: its 
foundations are below frost.” This 
searching criticism enforced by a meta- 
phor borrowed from the universal expe- 
rience of the rude New England climate, 
is of the’.essence of the man. The 
more he is. studied, the more—again in 
Yankee phrase—we summer and winter 
with him, the more we get from him. The 
foundations of his fun and earnest also 
are “ below frost.”

John Peter Zenger, who was Bradford's 
contemporary, his apprentice, and briefly 
‘is partner, established New York's second 
newspaper, The New York Weekly Journal, 
in 1733, and soon got into trouble with the 
authorities. In November, 1734. copies of 
hig paper were seized and publicly burned, 
and Zenger was arrested and thrown into 
jall. He was charged with seditious libei, 
and his trial, in which he was acguitted 
through the shrewdness of his counsel, 
Andrew Hamiltcn, one of the first of the 
proverbially smart Philadeiphia lawyers, 
was a cause célébre in Colonial New York. 
Zenger was, Mr. Hildeburn says, “an in- 
different printer“and very ignorant of the 
English language.” 

The early New York printers, Bradford 
and the Zerpgcrs, gave no attention to lit- 
erature for its own sake. Prayer books, 
religious tracts, a few historical works, and 
political pamphicts formed their stock in 
trade. But James Parker, from his Beaver 
Strect printing office, in 1743, issued the 
first American edition of Richardson's 
* Pamela."’ Colden's “ Explication of the 
First Causes of Action in Matter,”’ (pub- 
lished by Parker in 1745,) was New York’s 
first scientific book. By the middle of the 
eighteenth century newspapers had mu!ti- 
plied in New York, and the presses were 
giving out literature, or attempts at liter- 
ature.

Nakiuyt’s Véyages. 

The Macmillan Company will publish in 
this country Richard Hukjuyt’s famous col- 
lectiOn-of the voyages of the English na- 
tion, entitled “The Principal Navigations, 
Volages, Traffiques, and Discoveries of the 
English, Made by Sea or Overiand, to the 
Remote and Farthest Distant Quarters of 
the Earth, at Any Time Within the Com- 
passe of These 1000 Yeeres.”” The edition 
wih be in twelve volumes of about 450 
pages each. The printing will be from the 
old style Caslon type on antique paper. 
The edition will include the very rare 
“ Voyage te Cadis,"" whith was suppressed 
by Queen Elizabeth after the disgrace of 
the Earl of Essex. The text is that from 
the edition of 1508-1600, revised by Hakluyt 
himself. 

Prof. Walter Raleigh, M. A., Cantab., of 
the University of Glasgow, will write an 
essay on the “ Life and Work of Hakiuyt."’ 
The work will be illustrated from contem- 
porary portraits and maps. It will also be 
provided with an index. The first volume 
will be published within a few weeks, and 
it is hoped te issue the succeeding volumes 
at intervals of a month. 

Froude spoke of the work as “ the Prose 
Epic of the modern English nation.”” The 
volumes, he continued, “ contain the heroic 
tales of the exploits of the great men in 
whom the new era was inaugurated; not 
mythic, like the Iliads, and the Eddaa, but 
plain, broad narratives of substantial facts 
which rival legend in interest and grand- 
eur.”

A Guide te Trees. 
“ Among Green Trees; A Guide to Pleas- 
ant and Profitable Acquaintance with Fa- 
milior Trees,"’ by Julia Ellen Rogers, (Chi- 
cago, A. W. Mumford, $3,) will possibly 
make its first appeal to nature lovers 
through its beautiful photographic repro- 
ductions, which in light and shade and gen- 
eral tone effects have all the characteris- 
tics of photogravures. These filustrations, 
if included in a portfolio by themselves, 
would be full of meaning not only to the 
landscapist but to the everyday lover ‘of 
pictorial nature, There are also pen-and- 
ink drawings which tn their technica! qual- 
ities merely fllustrate points in the -text. 
This text deals with the subject from four 
points of view: “The nature-study side, 
which embraces outdoor studies with trees, 
quite independent of books; the phYysiolog- 
ieal side, which is fundamental) to all in- 
telligefit tree culture; the practical) side, 
with directions for the care and cultiva- 
tion of trees; lastly, the systematic side, 
which distinguishes the kinds of trees and 
explains their family ties." The author has 
little to say about the literature of trees, 
althongh she does not hesitate, where the 
occasion demands, to emphasise a certain 
aesthetic point by a scrap of verse or 
prose. Aside from these digressions, how- 
ever, which are perhaps rarer than some 
readers may desire, the author, in the va- 
rious phases of her subject above noted, 
sticks close to the practical, the educatfon- 
al, ané@ the useful points of view, and her 
treatment thereof is thoroughly modern. 
Miss Rogers's volume should espettally 
appeal to that large number of persons who 
possess property upon which trees are 
growing, whether the estate in question has 
for its centre a habitation, whether it is a 
grove or forest, or whether it is a private 
park whoge owner would have It appeal to 
the eye or augment the country delight of 
those who may come its way. But, like the 
true tactician that she Is, she deals with 
indjvidual trees as well as with collections 
of trees, and her special object of detesta- 
tion is “ the tree doctor.”

Dr. Merriam'’s work is a very careful 
analysis of the political theories which 
have influenced and are influencing the 
pre-eminently political people of the United 
States. It is especially valuable to the po- 
litical scientist in that it presents from the 
philosophic point of view many theories 
that have arisen in connection with great 
questions in our history, questions which 
have generally been discussed in a parti- 
san-and prejudiced way. Perfect impar- 
tiality and a scientific coloriessness may, 
indecd, be said to characterize the book, 
but it is precisely these negative qualities 
which make it valuable. A man who can 
give a lucid exposition of the Jeffersonian 
theory of government without either losing 
his own temper or ridiculing Jefferson 
commands your respect. Even when quot- 
ing Jefferson's statement that “the tree 
of liberty must be refreshed from time to 
time with the blood of patriots and 
tyrants,” Dr. Merriam preserves his im- 
perturbability. He is undisturbed alsa, by 
Jefferson's reasoning that, to carry aut 
his doctrine of the consent of the gov- 
erned, the Constitution should be submit- 
ted to the people every nineteen years for 
revision of approval. This quality of per- 
fect fairness runs through the book. 

The political theory of the Southern 
statesmen on the slavery question and their 
rejection-of the theory of natural rights Is 
explained.
